Librarian Crunden Says That Under | 


Most Favorable Conditions the 
New Library Cannot Be Com- 
pleted Within Two Years. 


Librarian F. M. Crunden said to the Post- | 


Dispatch Thursday morning: 

“I hope that the Exposition building site 
will be turned over to the public lHbrary 
board as the site for our new central li- 
brary building. 

“If the Exposition management does so, 
it will give St. Louls another park right in 
the heart of the city. 

“It is our intention if we secure the site 
to reconvert it into a park, as it once was, 
and place the library building in its center. 
It would not detract from the appearance 
of the park. In fact, it would beautify it, 
as it would occupy only about one-fifth of 
the available space. 

“Now that the library amendments have 
carried the securing of an appropriate site 
is all that remains to be done to secure Mr. 
‘arnegie’s bequest. The site we want is 
the Exposition ground. Our property at 
Fighteenth and Olive is not so large or so 
conveniently located. A year ago the old 
Exposition management was about ready to 
give us the site. Whether the present board 
will do so I eannot say, but I have strong 
hopes that it will. It is not a money-maker 
in its present state. Mr. Lehmann has ar- 
ranged that the debts of the present man- 
agement will be taken up by private sub- 
aoreetoae in case the property is turned over 
oO UB. 

“Should we be given the Exposition prop- 
erty, we will have to secure the consent of 
the city to reconvert it into a park. Then 
we will have to get our plans. I wish to go 
around and see some of the other new Ii- 
brary buildings before deciding finally on 
ours. 

_ While we are authorized to draw on Mr. 
Carnegie at once when the site is secured 
the public must not expect to see work on 
the new building commenced right away. l 
think it will probably be two years before 
the new central library shall have been 
completed. 

“The board will meet on Friday of next 
week. Possibly by that time something defi- 
nite may be done in regard to a site.”

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LABOR LEADER WHITE THUS 
VIEWS THE ANTHRACITE 
SITUATION. 


The Miners “re Prepared to Fight for 
Recognition for Their 


Union. 
NEW YORK, April 4.—Henry White, 
general secretary of the United Garment 
Workers, is authority for the statement 
that in spite of the apparent success of the 
mission of John Mitchell, president of. the 
United Mine Workers, to this city, and of 
the efforts of the Rev. E. S. Philipps in the 
cause of peace, the trouble with the miners 
is not over yet. 

Secretary White went to Chicago while 
Mitchell was in this city to attend a con- 
vention of the National Civic Federation, 
a body organized with the object of arbi- 
trating disputes between employers and 
employes, which was to be held in Chicago 
March 28. When he reached Chicago he 
found that the convention was postponed 


until April 28. 

White then went to the anthracite district 
and met Mitchell in Scranton, after the lat- 
ter had returned from New York. White 
addressed several meetings of miners in 
Scranton, Wilkesbarre and other places, 
and returned to this city last night, where 
he made the following statement: 

“tT found the miners very much dissatis- 
fied over the fact that the operators have 
not agreed to recognize the union. While 
Mitchell has the men apparently well under 
control they were evidently very much dis- 
appointed at the result of his mission to 
New York. They are, in.my belief, pre- 
paring fora fight on the question of recog- 
nition of the union, and, while it may not 
take place immediately, a strike of the 
miners in the entire anthracite district is, 
in my opinion, inevitable unless the union 
is recognized. I would not like to see such 
a strike, but judging from the manner ot 
the miners the trouble is by no means 
over.”’ 


THREE YEARS MORE OF WAR.

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FEAR OF RISING RIVERS. 


Great Snowfall in the Mountains of 


West Virginia. 

WHEELING, W. Va., April 4.—Reports 
from all parts of West Virginia having 
kept back by broken wires, tell of severe 
snow, rain and wind storms. There was a 
heavy fall of snow All over the state, ex- 
cept in the soytheastern part, where there 
was a heavy rain Instead. Great alarm is 
felt here and at: down-river points lest 
there be a fiood stage i§ the Ohio.

Many 
of these will be caught before they reach 
the Ohio, but thousands will be lost. 
Reports from Graton, Weston, Sutton, 
Addison, Clarksburg, Morgantown, Fair- 
mont, Grantsville, Creston and other inte- 
rior points tell of from 1% to 2% inches 
of precipitation, raging rivers and damage 
to low-lying property.

A COMMISSION WILL SOON BEGIN 
THEIR CONSIDERATION. 


| Many of These Claims, It Is Believed, 


« inflicted, or for imprisonment. 


Have Little Basis and Are Pressed 
by Lawyers for the Collec- 
tion Fee. 


‘WASHINGTON, April 4.—The organiza- 
‘tion of the Spanish war claims commission, 
which will be effected next week, with ex- 
Senator Chandler as president, is drawing 
fresh attention to the Cuban claims. The 
total amount of damages asked now foots 
up $30,000,000, and, though six months 1s al- 
lowed for filing claims after the commis- 
Sion organizes, it is not probable that the 
list will be greatly extended. Nearly all 
the pending claims have been taken up by 
lawyers as contingent ones, the usual fee 
Stipulated being 331-3 per cent of the 
amount allowed. One firm which has a 
large international business has filed claims 
for’ various clients to the aggregate amount 
of $3,000,000). A Washington lawyer, who 
was attached to the muitary government 
for a briet period, represents claims 
amounting to $80,000. 

There are a number of claims of Cuban- 
Americans, which were taken up by the 
State depariment and pressed on the Span- 
ish government for reparation for injuries 
In two or 


three cases of this. kind the Spanish au-

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Among these is that of 
Mrs. Ruiz, the widow of Dr. Ricardo Ruiz, 
who, it was charged, was killed in jail, near 
Havana, in the last days of President 
Cleveland's administration. Mrs. Ruiz filed 
a claim for $75,000 damages, and since the 
death of her husband has been living in 
Washington in poverty. It is part of the 
unwritten history of the Spanish-American 
War that the Spanish government had 
agreed to pay this claim, when the explo- 
Sion of the Maine ended all possibility of a 
peaceful setlement of the Cuban question. 
Among the claimants for property losses 
there are a few Spaniards who may get 
some compensation because they managed 
to have their plantations placed in. Amer- 
ican hands or had formed American part- 
nerships. There are also a few Cuban 
Planters whose estates were so heavily 
mortgaged that they were glad to let them 
pass into American ownership. Some sub- 
jects of European powers also managed to 
acquire American citizenship, just as a 
good many Cubans acquired it. One of this 
Glass of naturalized Kuropeans has a claim 


, = nearly $1,000,000 for damages to his plan- 


tion. 

A glance at the list of claimants shows 
that about three-fourths of them are Cu- 
ban or Spanish names. One heavy claim 
is made by a Cuban planter, who was a 
leading spirit in the insurrection and 
whose plantation was for a time the head- 
quarters of Maceo.

Several of the bona fide American claim- 
ants may be embarrassed by their action 
in the insurrection. As a rule the genuine 
American citizens who had property in- 
terests in Cuba, though they despised the 
Spanish government, had no sympathy 
with the insurgents. Dupuy de poe f 
wh he was the Spanish minister, en- 
listet this class to show that there was 
no real insurrection and that the island 


was pacified. They wrote letters, declar- 
ing that everything was moving smooth- 
ly and that there was no interruption of 
work on the plantations. One of the most 

minent of this class made frequent vis- 
ts to Washington for personal conferences 
with congressmen and officials. He would 
cite his own plantation as evidence of the 
perfect protection which was afforded by 
the Spanish authorities and in contraven- 
tion of the stories of the damages which 
the ins ents were able to infilct. Not- 
withstanding these assurances, this Amer- 
jean planter has put in a heavy Dill for 
losses to his property in the insurrectiun. 
As many of his letters are said to be on 
file, it may be awkward for him when the 
lawyers come to present his claim before 
the commission.

CORN CORNER STANDS WITH THE 
DECLINE CHECKED. 


THE PLUNGER IN THE PIT 


Weather and Liverpool Prices Com- 
bined Scared Shorts and Re- 
lieved the Market. 


CHICAGO, April 4.—The decline in the 
corn market begun Monday and continued 
yesterday under enormous pressure which 
threatened to crush George H. Phillips, 
the bull leader, was checked today, and 
without any effort on Phillips’ part.

A little before noon Phillips again came 
into the pit, but bought only 400,000 bushels 
of July corn. any bears were chang- 
ing their May corn over to July. The fact 
that tomorrow is a holiday, induced some 
of the covering. May wheat. broke to 
714%c on country selling, 1%@1%c under 
the previous close, but recovered part of 
it. ats opened %@c higher at 2c to 
251 4c and held steady.

What Most Impressed Bishop Potter in 
Japan. 

Bishop Potter relates this realistic picture 
in a paper in the March Century, recording 
his impressions of Japan: 

If I were asked to say of all that I saw in 
Japan, what that is that lives most vividly 
in my memory, I should probably shock my 


artistic reader by saying that it was the 
loading of a steamship at Nagasaki with 
coal. The huge vessel, the Empre&s of Ja- 
pan, was one morning, soon after its arrival 
at Nagasaki, suddenly festooned—I can use 


no other word—from stem to stern on each! 
side with a series of hanging platforms, the | 


broadest nearest the base and diminishing 
as they rose, strung together by ropes, and 
ascending from the sampans, or huge boats 
in which the coal had been brought along- 
side the steamer, until the highest and nar- 
rowest platform was just below the partic- 
ular porthole through which it was received 
into the ship.

THE OSAGES ARE SURE ENOUGH 
CROESUSES. 


DAUGHTERS ARE IN DEMAND 


Wite Men Court the Young Squaws in 
Order to Join So Rich 
a Tribe. 


WASHINGTON, April ..—At the office of 
the commissioner of Indian affairs a: few 
days ago contracts were let to cattlemen 
for the renting of the pasture lands of the 
Osage Indians in Oklahoma. These In- 
dians have 800,000 acres of pasture lands, 
of which 600,000 acres are rented. This 
wilt add to the annual income of the tribe 
about $125,000. ‘‘And already,’’ said Capt. 
A. C. Tonner, assistant commissioner of In- 


dian affairs, ‘‘the Osage Indieans are the 
richest people in the world.”’ 

Several years ago the lands of the 
Osages in Kansas were sold, the sale real- 
izing $8,000,000. This money was placed in 
the treaSury of the United States, and 
from it the Osage Indians derive an annual 
income of $400,000. In addition to this they 
own 1,570,19% acres of land, which is fairly 
worth $5 an acre, making the value of their 
land holdings $7,850,975. There are 1972 In- 
dians in the tribe,counting men, women and 
children. They all share alike in the tribal 
wealth, and when a child is born it becomes 
a joint property owner with all the other 
Indians in the ribe. The profits from the 
$8,000,000 held in the treasury, the recent 
rental of pasture lands and other sources of 
revenue give the Osages an annual income 
of approximately $600,000, a per capita in- 
come of $304.25 for each mk&n, womun and 
child. Where a family consists of man and 
wife and eight children, as often happens, 
the family receives each year in cash 
$3040, and on their lands they raise all their 
foodstuffs and considerable grain for the 
market. 

The realty holdings of the tribe have a 
per capita valuation of $3987, or, for a 
family of ten, $39,870. There is no other 
race of people in the world, it is declared, 
that can make such a showing. 

The Osage Indians have not failed to 
profit by this wealth. The sons and daugh- 
ters of famllies are sent East to colleges 
and boarding schools to be educated, many 
of them receiving professional eee: 
There are a few families, of course, whic 
still live with almost the simplicity that 
marked the lives of their savage ancestors, 
but the desire for education and culture is 
rapidly spreading, and when the Osage be- 
come citizens a few years hence they will 
be fully equipped for the duties and respon- 
sibilities of citizenship. 

The homes of some of the most progres- 
sive Osages compare favorably with the 
dwellings of white people of equal wealth. 
Their houses ion richly furnished with car- 

eis and modern furniture, and in many 

omes there are pianos upon which the 
boarding school training of the daughters 
has taught them to perform.

“Hatchet Men” and Thugs Leave San } 


Francisco When They Know He 
Is in Command, 


SAN FRANCISCO, April .—The Chinese 
of San Francisco boast that they are fear- 
less, that they have no fear of death, no 
fear of war, no fear af famine. Their looks, 
however, belied the boast when they heard 
and knew that the “White Terror,’ at the 
head of a few tried men, was to come 
among them to quell disturbances, put & 
stop to crime and gambling and to drive 
from the Chinese district the paid high- 


binder element. 

Ask any Chinese who the ‘“‘White Terror” 
is and he will tell you Police Lieutenant 
William F. Price. The better class of the 
Chinese feel safe from blackmal! or injury 
with the lieutenant in their midst, but the 
lawless element shudder at his name ané 
many hatchetmen and Chinese thugs who 
have committed theft, Diackmall and mur- 
der for a price, leave the city when he 1s 
on duty. And now the Chinese opine that 
gambling, riots and murders will give way 
to peace and order for Lieut. Price is again 
in Chinatown. 

The success of Lieut. Price in pre- 
serving order in Chinatown and his fear- 
lessness in grappling with any infraction 
of the laws committed in his district, has 
resulted in his buee up for himself a 
record rarely enjoyed by police officers of 
his rank. The rest has been easy. Owing 
to his record, Lieut. Price immedi- 
ately upon his reinstatement by the di- 
rection of the Supreme Court was sent 
into Chinatown with an enlarged squad of 
eight men. yY are Robert Connor, Da- 
vid Murphy, CC. Murphy, Robert 
A. Coulter, Brady, Charles H.

When Lieut. Price and his squad- 
was first sent into Chinatown an attempt 
was eae to put a stop to gambling by 
the blockade system. For a time this 
worked well, but as the men were kept on 
watch at the doors of the gambiing c.ubs, 
highbinders were given a chance 9 com- 
mh Murders and blackmail, and lottery 
men, though fearful of arrest, did a good 
business. his being realized the lMeuten- 
ant decided on another plan of action. 
Force instead of strategy was used and 
the results were satisfactory. Gaily dec- 
orated club rooms, lottery joints and even 
the Joss House were smashed into un- 
recognizable masses. Objects of worship, 
beautiful hangings, musical tnstruments, 
opium pipes and gaming tables were sac- 
rificed to the cause of 'awW anu order ‘ine 
highbinders were roughly dealt with and 
many suits for damages were filed, but 
without avail. The Chinese were thor- 
oughly terrorized and the smashing pol- 
icy resulted in the rough element seeking 
@& more peaceful community. The greater 
number of gambling games were ciosed. 
Merchants carried on their business with- 
out fear of molestation and order was re- 
stored. 

After Lieut. Price was removed from the 
district his method was adopted by those 
who ae his place, but the Chinese did not 
fear them as they had the “White Terror’ 
and the lawless element reasserted itself. 
As a last resort the regular Chinatown 
squad was removed and patrolmen were 
sent into the district. This experiment was 
not satisfactory, and Lieut. Price has been 
given free rein. BS wig | out the law.’ was 
the order given h'm by his chief, “and I wiil 
assist you. Take the matter in your own 
hands and I am sure of good results.”’ 

The chief barrier to Lieut. Price and his 
men is the court proceeding which handli- 
caps them by permitting arrested Chinese 
to carry their cases to higher courts and 
finally procure an acquittal on a technical- 
ity. ‘‘Fine them and let them go,”’ he says, 
“and we will rearrest them if the occasion 
demands it.’’

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LONDON, April 4—How to check the 
present exodus from the rarms to the cities 
is now demanding the serious attention of 
the British agriculturists. Between the 
many attractions of metropolitan life, which 
dazzle and‘allure the young people of rural 
England, and “the fine clothes and excite- 
ment offered to those who enlist in the 
army and navy, the farms are becoming 
depopulated throughout the island, accord- 
ing to the plaint now raised in the ranks of 
the landholders. The Scottish farms are 
suffering quite as much if not more than 
those of the sister kingdom. The departure 
of young men from the farming communi- 
ties is said to threaten the entire rural in- 
dustry of the British nation. 

This question was considered today at a 
special meeting of the London Farmers’
